The inspection was a direct re­ 
sult of B arckhoff’s application to 
the government for a federal grant 
to finance the construction of the 
clear water storage basin. 
Plans call for construction of the 
3.000.000-gallon w ater storage basin, 
just southwest of here, to be fol­ 
lowed b ythe erection of a q uarter- 
million gallon overhead storage tank 
in the eastern p art of the city.
